Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance:

Re to claims 1, 15, 19, and 20, the independent claim includes " means for measuring pressure 
between the seat and orifice, and a means for measuring pressure immediately downstream of the 
orifice " in combination with the remaining claim limitation is not taught and/or made obvious 
by the prior art. Marsh discloses measuring the differential pressure between the passageway 
(56), which is in communication with the upstream side of the seat (40), and the pressure in 
passageway (64), which is in communication with the downstream side of the seat (40). Marsh 
does not teach measuring the pressure between the seat and an orifice, which is formed when the 
valve is in a closed position. 

Response to Remarks 

3. Applicant's arguments see pages 3-7, filed 8/24/04, with respect to claims 1-20 have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of claims 1-16, and 18-20 under 35 U.S.C 
102(e), and claim 17 under U.S.C 103(a) has been withdrawn.
